Morgan's Charges Against 


the President. 


•THE OUBAN QCESTIOK REVIVED 


Consideration of the Resolutiou to 


Elect Senators by Direct Vote 


of the People. 


WAsniBtrrox, Jnne 6.—Mr. Morgan 


gave the senate a spirited revival of the 
Cuban question today after moat of. the 
day was spent in waiting for the confer- 
ence report on appropriation bills. Mr. 
Morgan urged the adoption of his reso- 
lution calling on the President for inform 
mation in regard to the Americana taken 
from the Competitor and under sentence 
of death in Havana. The senator said 
the Presidents action was a violation of 
the law. Mr. Morgan declared congress 
should not adjourn without requesting 
the Preaident to send warships to Cuba 
to demand the release of the American 
prisoners. On the suggestion of Mr. 
Sherman, chairman of the committee on 
foreign relations, the senate went into 
secret session, and after argument by 
Mr. Morgan his resolution was placed 
on the calendar, a parliamentary move- 
ment equivalent to postponing action. 
At 1 o'clock the aenate doors 'were 
opened, and Mr. Lodge moved to take 
np the immigration bill, but before the 
spectators ha i secured their seats in the 
galleries another order to close the doors 
was'made, Mr. Hill and Mr. Harris pro- 
testing against taking Mr. Morgan from 
the floor. 
1 At 1.15 the session was resumed and 
Mr. Lodge moved to take up the immi- 
gration Dill. On a yea and nay vote 
many senators refrained from voting, 
breaking a quorum. 
The vote was 


twen'ty-ahr to eight, or fourteen short of 
a quorum. A call of the senate disclosed 
forty-eight Benators,more tban a quorum, 
making it evident that a filibuster was 
in progress. 
Mn Hill and Mr. Harris urged that 


the BUI thould not be pressed in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Gibson of Maryland, who 
has taken a leading part in opposing the 
bill. Mr. Lodge said Mr. Gibson was 
perfectly aware tbaUue bill would come 
HP, and if it was to be considered at 
this session it must be done at once. 


After an explanation by Mr. Lodge 
that if the bill was taken np he would 
not urge it at once, the obstruction was 
withdrawn and the immigration bill 
was taken up and made the unfinished 
business without division. 
Mr. Morgan offered an amendment 
that' proponed that the restrictions on 
immigration should not apply to persons 
"arriving from the island of Cuba." 
Having secured the right of way for 
the immigration bill, Mr. Lodge agreed 
to allow it to be laid aside temporarily 
and Mr. Mitchell of Oregon spoke on his 
resolution lor the selection of senators 
by vote of the people. Mr. Mitchell 
argued that the reform would do away 
with the pool room debauchery o! pri- 
maries, eliminate the influence of local 
bosses, minimize the inOueuceof wealth, 
create a closer relation between the peo- 
ple and the senate and overcome the 
elemement of monarchy and aristocracy 
in the present system.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 5.—S. Asano, 


one of the chiefs in the naval depart- 
ment of the government of Japan, will 
arrive in San Francisco on tbe next 
steamer from the Orient with documents 
in hia possession for the building oi two 
warships for tbe country he represents. 
One o! these, it is understood, will go to 
the Union Iron Works in this city and 
the other to the Crampe Company in 
Philadelphia. 


Captain M. Bongoiny, charge d'affaires 


of the Japanese army, arrived from 
Tokio on the Peru today to visit Irving 
M. Scott and arrange for the building of 
the ship which is awarded to his com- 
pany. After closing up his business 
here he will go to' Philadelphia to con- 
sult with the Cramps. M. Bongoiny is 
not inclined to talk on the matter, as he 
says it is a government secret which he 
cannot divulge. 
Another important matter connected 


with tbe coming visit of S. Asano to the 
Pacific Coast is the opening oi a new 
steamship line between Tokio and the 
Pacific Coast. In heralding the advance 
oi this new line, S. Asano will say that 
it will handle freight cheaper 
than 
either of the lines running Irom Ban 
Francisco and Puget sound, and that 
the landing place on this coast will be 
at Portland. 
' 
The Japanese legislature recently ar* 
propriated $6,000,1100 to float the com- 
pany, and selected Portland as being 
the most central po int. Freight will be 
carried at 19 yen, or ?9 per ton, and the 
passenger rates will be at greatly re- 
duced prices. S. Asano is an English 
scholar and a man who wields great in- 
fluence in the Japanese government. It 
ie understood be had a great deal to do 
with the awarding of tue contracts lor 
the new battleships to American bmld- 
erd, as English builders made a hard 
fight to get the work.

It ia Believed That the Campos-Bor 


rero Duel Will Yet Occur. 


MADBIU, June 5.—The OampoB-Bor- 


rero affair continues the sensation ol tbe 
hour. It appears the captain general of 
Madrid werit to the grounds of the Mar- 
quis Oabrinana, which was tho rendez- 
vous of the participants, and prevented 
the duel. The marquis tried to.stop the 
captain general from entering 
his 


grounds, but the latter asserted bis mil- 
itary authority, entered and placed the 
csinbatants under arrest. It is believed 
the duel will yet occur on the earliest 
possible occasion. General Borrero has 
many partisans and particularly among 
the younger officers ol tbe army. Gen- 
eral Borrero accused Marshal Campos of 
systematically preventing promotions in 
the army. lie asserted Marshal Cam- 
pos for the past twenty years had been 
tbe irresponsible arbitrator ol Spanish 
politics, and bad become a sort oi men- 
tor of rovalty. Changes in tbe cabinet 
and of high officials, General Borrero 
asserted, were often duo to his influ- 
ence. Campos, he said further, despite 
the Cuban check still claims preponder- 
ating iulluence in politics.

HAVANA, June 5.—General Fitzhugh 


Lee, the new consul general for the 
United States, had a long conference 
with Captain General Weyler today in 
company with hii predecessor. Consul 
General Lee hai interested himself in 
the case of Artist Thomas Dawley, con- 
fined in Moro Castle. When he called 
on General Weyler he explained to Wey- 
ler that tbe artist had been sent to take 
pictures lor newspapers in tbe United 
States. General Weyler promised Gen- 
eral Lee to recommend tbat his. case be 
attended to at the earliest opportunity. 
He did not authorise General Lee to see 
Dawley at the fortress, as the law pro- 
hibits prisoners being seen, and its pro- 
visions could not be evaded without con- 
siderable trouble. Be declared, how- 
ever, that General Lee might see tbe 
prisoner tomorrow at the palace. 


BLANTHER'S WIFE. 


A Woman Who Believes She Was 


Wedded to Him. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 5.—Lizzie 'Ellis, 


a domestic in the family of Henry Curt- 
ney at Warm Springs, Alameda county, 
believes Joseph Blanther, the fugitive 
murderer of Mrs. Langfeldt, is her hus- 
band. A year ago she married a man 
who gave the name of Robert G. Figi, to 
whom she had been introduced by a 
matrimonial agency, and she believes 
the man is none other than Blanther. 
Two weeks after the marriage Figj dis- 
appeared, taking with him all oi his 
wife's jewelry and $1800, the savings of 
years, which he had by promises and 
threats induced her to draw out oi tbe 
bank and give to him. The woman says 
Blanther'e picture and description are 
identical with those of her husband. 


Ravages of Cholera. 


SAN FRAHCISCO, June 5. — Alarming 


news regarding the plague which is rag- 
ing in China and other countries ot 
Southern Asia, was brought by the 
steamship Peru, which arrived from 
Hongkong and Yokohama today, seven 
days late on account of being detained 
at quarantine at Nagasaki. Deaths are 
occurring by the hundreds in the Orient. 
At Canton there were 315 deaths in one 
week recently. At Hongkong; when 
tbe Peru sailed; May 5tb, 017 persona 
were down with tbe cholera, and new 
cases were being reported at the rate of 
twenty-five a day.

on and atill is the intention of the com* 
any to puah the road through to Bak- 
rsfield; but that the company doea not 
ropoee to take any chances ou rights of 
ay. In other words, the rights of way 
net be donated to the company, or 
ie road will stop at Fresno for the 
resent. 
Mr. Watt stated that the company 
as contracted for sufficient material to 
uild the road to Bakersfield, and will 
o eo on whichever route tlie right ol 
•ay is first given; but in case no right oi 
•ay ia given by the time the road 


reaches thia city, the road will Stop 


ore, and the material will be used in 
uilding the road from Stockton to San 
>ancieco. 
The company prefers to 


uild to Bakersiield first, and hopes to 
e able to do ao; but the fact was em- 
haticaliy stated that the matter rests 
rith the people. 


Questions as to which route the corn- 
any prefers, that by way of Hanford or 
3y way of Viualia, failed to receive a di- 
ect answer.
